He 
readily undertook what wap asked of him, 
and, entering the emperor room at the 
Hofburg without being announced, he walked 
straight up to him, sat — on the sofa by 
the emperor’s side, and threw his arm around 
the neck of the monarch, just as he had been 
in the habit of doing in their boyhood days. 
The poorlemperor laid nis head on the count’s 
shoulder and. burst into a paroxysm of weep- 
ing. Taaffe soothed him as hest he could and 
did not leave him until a couple of hours 
later, when Francis Joseph seemed to have 
recovered his normal state of mind and all 
danger of his losing his reason was at an end. 
That evening—it was the third day after the 
tragedy<the emperor tasted ‘sae for the first 
time since his boy's death. 
Under the circumstances it is not astonish- 
ing that when the count wags gathered to his 
fathers the emperor shouid have telegraphed 
to the widow that while the nation had lost 
its most faithful servant, he himself had lost 
his oldest and his een friend,

A smile that turned to a grin came upon 
the faces of men when it was voted by the 
most radical community in Christendom to 
pattern its affairs after the most conserva- 
tive community in Christendom. Ifcommon 
report is not a great liar Chicago is one of 
the worst governed cities in the world, andit 
Is boasted all over the land of cakes that 
Glasgow is one of the best governed cities 
in the world, and thus there was surprise in 
Gath and in Askelon when Chicago, by a hop, 
skip, and jump, got on the side of purity and 
reform. 

Commissioners passed and repassed from 
the city on the lakes to the city on the Clyde. 
There were all sorts of speculations and ad- 
measurements, political, social, ‘economic. 
Grafters were to be whipped from the city 
hall, and city affairs were to be co 
on business principles and by business prac- 
tices. Munigipal ownership had arrived, and 
ite mission was to make everybody bonest 
and rich. | 

But the cat that would eat fish must put up 
with wet feet, and the horrible report comes 
from Glasgow that municipal ownership is 
not an unmixed blessing. Heretofore it has 
been the boast that Glasgow had kept out of 
politics, but municipal ownership has brought 
posMticse into Glasgow. The employés of the 
tramways fancied that they had a grievance 
against one of the city fathers, and when he 
stood for his eighteenth or twentieth reélec- 
tion there was a combination made against 
him by the men who were in the pay of the 
city. and he was defeated. Here was a 
transplanting of Chicago methods and a 
transfusion of Chicago principles into Glas- 
gow, instead of a grafting of the purity of 
Glasgow upon the corruption of Chicago. 

But Glasgow purposes to meet it Hke a hero 
and a Scotchman. Steps will be taken to de- 
prive every city employé of the right to vote 
as long as he feeds at the publiccrib. Could 
anything be more hideous than that from the 
Chieago standpoint? What is to become of 
our liberties if policemen, firemen, and other 
patriots on the pay roll are to be put out of 
politics? Will Chicago stand it? Nay, verily! 
And yet if there is a town in this wide world 
—other than Philadelphia—that needs a 
sweeping act of such disfranchisement as 
is proposed in Glasgow, Chicago is t 
town. 

We had all hoped.that municipal ownership 
would be tried on the dog out in Chicago, 
and all of us rejoiced when litigation was set 
on foot out there looking to that end and a 
favorable decree secured, but municipal own- 
ership will be voted a delusion and asnare, a 
sham, and a humbug if it is to be attended 
with the outrage of taking the police and 
other public servants out of politics.

GRANT'S MOTHER OF 


HE amount of Russian and elidel 

literature on the market at the present 

time ie simply appalling. The ptblieh- 

ers apparently have the idea that the 

demand for books about Russia and 
Japan can never be supplied. Not only 
about the countries but about the people. 
Some of these books have more than an 
ephemeral interest, others ave hardly that. 
Among the former 1 would plate 4 
MOTHER OF CZARS”™ (Dutton), by Mrs. 
Colquhoun Grant. The mother under ¢onsid- 
eration is Marie Feodorowna, wife of Paul 
I. and mother of Alexander I. and Nicholas 
I. She was the Princess Dorothea of Wur- 
temberg, and, curiously enough, although 
her story is a most remarkable one, it has 
never before been published. The story 1 
her childhood in Alsace and that pf: 
early married life has been described, but 
real biography of her hap ever been . 
Marie Feodorowna reigned as czarina’ for 
five years only. In that five years she ex- 
erted an extraordinary influence her 
children and grandchildren. 

Full as this book seems to be the butte 
does not profess that it is a complete biog- 
raphy, but only a sketch, for which she has 
gleaned from various sources such materiale 
as were available. Contemporary writers 
took but little notice of one whose virtues 
were conspicuous in comparison with the 
vices of her predecessors; yet her song owed 
to her all that was best in their characters, 
and whatever may have been their faults 
they were far in advance of the na Ww 


haa preceded them. 


Marie Feodorowna ded 1828. the 
seventieth year of her age, and if it be true 
that Paul I. was not the son of Peter III., 


husband of Catherine the Great, then Marie 


Feodorowna and Paul would be the teal 
founders of the imperial dynasty, the dtrect 
descendant of which now rules over ail the 
Russias in the person of Nicholas II. 
The purport of this book is to bring before 
its readers some gccount of Russian lite at 
the close of the eighteenth and the beginning 
of the nineteenth centuries, and it portrays 
the home life at the court of St. Petersburg 
under the wholesome rule and moral influence 
of a wise and virtuous woman. Marie Fea+ 
dorowna has the distinction of having 
reigned and ruled during the lives of three 
successive sovereigns, thus earning the right 
to bear the proud title of A Mother af 
Czars.” { 


As a picture of Russian manners and cus. 


toms in the latter part of the eighteenth 
century this book is exceedingly interesting, 
The Russian people of that time are de- 
scribed as being of unattractive and rugged 
Exterior. They were frugal in their habits, 
living on potatoes and black bread steeped 
in oil, and drinking the national beverage 
called kwass, which, though a strong spirit, 
did not make them habitual drunkards. Their 
chief luxury was a steaming hot bath “in 
which the whole nation indulged on Saturday, 
nights.“ Crime was rare and the petty vice 
of theft uncommon. Russian ladies would 


leave their jewels lying about and their 
houses unguarded, and would consider an 


image of St. Nicholas or of the Virgin quite 
sufficient protection from evil doers. While 
the peasants may have been a simple people, 


the aristocracy seems to have been little 


short of brutes. The women of the upper and 
middle classes went so far as to insist on their 
temale sla ves sleeping under their beds lik 
dogs in case of their aérvices being rd 
in the night.

several years been a faint sound in the 
ears of the English reading public. 
Without comprehension of his claims 
ie Sa his name has been included 
in the list of those who are distinguishing 
modern literary Germany. The native ofa 
remote village of North Germany—Barit in 
Holstein—he is the. son of a carpenter, and 
himeelf a Lutheran pastor. In his quiet place 
he wrote in his leisure, without self-con- 
sciousness or thought of the literary fashion 
of the times, three novels, The names of 
the first two were Die Sangrafin ” and Pie 
drei Getreuen These brought him no fame. 


“JORN UHL" (Dana Estes & Co.), and 
came into a curious fame, in which he had as 
many adverse as enthusiastic critics.

succeeded in moving Germany profoundly.

no little cost, however—along the path toward 
happiness, A strong scene is that in which, 
having attempted to escape from her tyran- 
nous control,“ which is supposed to be the 
spirit ot an autocratic grandfather, the lover 
and the powers of darkness confront each 
other. 


The position of the author in regard to 


the occult demonstrations which compose the 
greater part of the incidents of the book 
remains indeterminate. Arguments pro and 
con are offered by the speakers, but 
much remains mysterious, and it is impos- 
Bible to avold the feeling that Mr. Garland 
holds at attitude of complete open mind- 
edness toward the subject, to say the least. 
The purposes of art seem to have been 
furthered by this attitude, and the feeling 
that the girl has, indeed, been snatched from 
the embraces of something darker and 
more terrible than the Bri King, is detracted 
from only by the self-complaisant Incre- 
dulity of the hero, who seems to be forever on 


the verge of offering explanations satisfac- 


tory to the scientific world and to the general 


reader. But this he fails at the last moment 


to do. He does, however, what is perhaps 
more to the purpose. He rescues his lady 
from the dragon, and flies with her from the 


land of evil enchantment, which is as much 


as can be expected from any hero of romance. 
There are some picturesque and extraordi- 


nary characters in the hook, and the interest | 


of the tale remains strong from first to last. 
The subject was one which was waiting for 
contemporary treatment, and Mr. Garland 
may be congratulated upon having availed 
himself of it.

The report is accompanied by maps 
and illustrations showing the growth of the 
system, the extensions of the city limits, the 
present organization of the department, and 
other details for the information of Com- 
missioner Patterson. 
In addition to the completion at the earliest 
@ate of the work now under way the city 
engineer urges that the new improvements 
ghould be started by the city without delay, 
unless the water meter system is universally 
gdopted, in which event the necessity would 
not be as great until a few years later. 


Northern Section in Most Need. 

The most urgent necessity, it is reported, 
te to make some provision for the northern 
Section of the eity, where the increase m 
bulidine has been shown in the fact that 65 
per cent of the valuation of new buildings 
now are being erected in this part of Chi- 
enge.

He recommends 
thé erection of a new pumping station to 
supply Evanston, Rogers Park, and the dis- 
trict north of Devon avenue, advising that 
this be built between Kedzie and Fortieth 
avenues.
